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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is not clear that the step of providing a second metal electrode layer (claim 14, 
line 1 1) is actually a separate step with respect to the step of filling a conducting filling 
material into the trench (claim 14, line 8) or not. See specification page 11, figure 1m, 
which shows only one step of providing a polysilicon 80' doped with arsenic. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
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the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claim 14, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tsai et al. [U.S. Pat. 6,1 17,726] newly cited, in view of Kita [U.S. Pat. 
5,618,745] newly cited. 

Tsai et al. (figs. 3A-3K, cols. 3-4) discloses a method for producing a trench 
capacitor, for use in a semiconductor memory cell, the method comprising: 

forming a trench (340) in a semiconductor substrate (300) (fig. 3B, col. 3, lines 
31-40); 

providing a first (350) and a second (370) conducting capacitor plate in the trench 
(figs. 3C and 3E, col. 3, lines 43-50 and lines 55-58); 

providing a dielectric layer (360') as a capacitor dielectric between the first and 
the second capacitor plates (figs. 3D-3F, col. 3, lines 51-54); 

forming an isolation collar (380') in an upper region of the trench (fig. 3J, col. 4, 
lines 6-8); 

filling a second electrode layer (372) into the upper region of the trench such that 
the second metal electrode layer is in electrical connection with the first metal electrode 
layer (fig. 3K, col. 4, lines 10-13); 
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providing a first metal electrode layer (370) on the dielectric layer (360') inside 
the trench as the second conducting capacitor plate. 

Tsai et al. does not mention that the dielectric layer is applied by one of an ALD, 
ALCVD and CVD method. However, Kita shows that CVD is a known technique to form 
the capacitor dielectric (col. 5, lines 51-54). Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art to select the known technique CVD as taught by Kita 
into the process of Tsai et al. to form the capacitor dielectric with even surface. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 14 has been considered but is moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
